THEY WILL CONFEDERATE! 


The Brotherliood «f Itocoxnotlve Ftre< 
men Tote tor the Proj^sed Con- 
ftederation of IdOMkr. 


DBNVBB, Col., Oct. 28.—The question 
of the proposed confederation of labor, 
now agitating the Brotherhood of Loco^ 
motive Engineers, was considered at a 
secret session of the delegates to the in- 
ternational Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Firemen yesterday. 
John J. Hanna- 
han, vice-grand master, presided. After 
a lengthy discussion of the question, 
the delegates voted unanimously in 
favor of federation, and appointed a 
committee to notify the brotherhood of 
the result. 


The firemen will now await the ac- 
tion of thè engineers and another ses- 
sion will be necessary before a thorough 
understanding is reached. 
The loco- 
motive engineers will be asked to change 
the clause in thei; constitution, which 
prescribes that fire en must withdraw 
from their order before joining the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers 
after they have been promoted. The 
firemen will base the request, for this 
change on the ground that it would re- 
sult in the loss of all money paid for in- 
surance. 


BOSTON, Mass., Oct. 28.—After a war- 
fare of several months duration between 
the Boston & Albany and Fitchburg 
roads upon western passenger rates an 
agreement has been arrived at for a ces- 
sation of hostilities and harmony once 
more takes the place of rate cutting. 
New rates will be announced this week. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The hearing 
in the case of the board of triule of Chi- 
cago against various railroad companies 
and pork packers was continued before 
the inter-state commerce commission to- 
day. A. B. Cummings presented an ar- 
gument for the Iowa packers and S. B. 
Lad represented the packers of Kansas. 
At the conclusion of the argumont the 
case was closed and given to the com- 
mission for their consideration and de- 
cision. The railroad companies includ- 
ed in the complaint have filed their an- 
swers to the complaint.

While in Italy Was Prostrated With 
a Paralytic Stroke. 


FLORENCE, Italy, 
Oct. 
28.—While 
James G. Blaine was in Europe during 
the summer of 1887 he was prostrated 
by a stroke of paralysis in Milan. With 
his convalescence appeared a most dis 
tressing attack of melanchpla, which 
fully 
developed 
after he reached 
Florence. 
During this last stage of his 
illness, acting on the advice of physi- 
cians, Mr. Blaine wrote the letter of 
January 25, 1888, 
withdrawing his 
name from the list of presidential candi- 
dates. While confined to his room Mr. 
Blaine imagined he had lost the ability 
to write his name and frequently com- 
mented thereon.

Nicholas Hansbach Beceives the Con- 
tents of a Shot €run. 


Yesterday afternoon at a point in the 
wilderness near Hesse Cassel occurred a 
frightful and appalling accident in which 
Nicholas Haubach. was the unfortunate 
victim. 


The circumstances are that five persons, 
Nic Hausbach, his brother, Jacob Haus- 
bach, Frank De Lagi-ange, the Hanna 
street grocer and saloonist, Conrad 
Baus, the Force street saloon-keeper, 
and Frederick Beinold, a bartender, all 
went out as a hunting party. In the 
woods near Hesse Cassel an owl was ob 
served to rise apd young Beimold raised 
his gun to get a shot at the bird; and 
either by reason of his exoitcment or by 
the accidental snapping of the trigger 
the gun was prematurely exploded, 
lodging the contents of the barrel into 
the face of young Hausbach, who was 
about fifty feet distant. 


The young man fell like a-log as 
though he had been killed instantly. 
The party hurried to the side of their 
bleeding companion 
supposing him 
dead. The spectacle was a horrible and 
ghastly one that made the sti^ong men 
turn aside and 
shudder. 
Life was 
found to exist and means were at once 
procured to convey the unfortunate man 
to the home of his brother, 70 Leith 
street, where Dr. M. F. Porter was sum- 
moned.

The injuries may prove fatal. The 
shot penetrated the eyes, undoubtedly 
destroying the sight in both of tiiose or- 
gans, also perforating the cheeks, knock- 
ing out several teeth and penetrating the 
tongue. 


The young man suffers intense agony. 
Should inflammation set in death will 
inevitably ensue to relieve the poor fel- 
low from his suffering.'

A VmuÊ^ Mtm 
Himself 


AdOnst the White Cüqpii and 17n- 
hnowinslsr Kills Mis Own 
Brother. 


NoBTHVniUE, N. Y., Qi^ 28.—Late 
Saturday nig^t a tenihi»< tragedy was 
enacted at the home of Samuel Carring- 
ton, half a mile from this village. It ap- 
pears that a young man namM Oscar 
Barclay has made himself notorious by 
his relations with two women and his 
visitations to the 
Carrington home- 
stead. 
- Barclay was warned by his father and 
three brotiiers, but arhe p e ^ BO atten- 
tion to them, they decided to. teach him 
a lesson and for this purp^xse about a 
dozen young men joined the &ther and 
brothers, and 
disguised as "White 
Caps," proceeded toCarrington's house, 
dragged. Carrington out, tarried and 
feathered him, placed him astride a rail 
and carried him some distance and left 
him to shift for himself. 


The "White Caps" returned to the 
house for young Barclay,: but he, having 
Witnessed their treatment of Carrington, 
determined to resist them. 
As they 
came to the door he ran upstairs and 
seized a musket, levelled it at the lead- 
ers and warned them to keep away. The 
threat was unheeded, and, as the 
"White Caps" pressed forward, he took 
careful aim and fired. The leader fell 
dead, the right side of his head and face 
being blown away. The victim proved 
to be the youngest brother of Barclay. 


The body remained where it fell until 
Sunday afternoon, when the coroner 
swore the jury, who viewed the co^se, 
and adjourned for deliberation. The 
murderer made no effort to escape and 
was apprehended yesterday. Four of 
the "White Caps" gang were captured 
yesterday afternoon, and the rest will be 
brought in to-day. Public sympathy is 
in Oscar's favor.

libs. Ayies was bom ii^ West New- 
ton, Pa., Oct 20, 1816. Her parents 
were Scotch-Irish, and emigrated to this 
country in the early part of the century. 
Her father was John Bowan, a man of 
liberal education and prc^;ressive ideas. 
Miss Bowan qsent her 
girlhood in 
Piqua, Ohio, where she was married to 
Dr. H. P. Ayres. In 1842 they settled 
in Fort Wayne, then an enterprising 
village, and cast their lot with other 
pioneei^ who came here from all direc- 
tions. Among her pioneer associates 
and intimate friends, some of whom 
have gone before, are Mrs. Jesse Wil- 
liams, Mrs. Allen Hamilton, sr., Mrs. 
Wines, 
Mrs. Budisill, 
Mrs. Judge 
Hanna, Mrs. Calvin Anderson iftid many 
others. She endured the privations of a 
pioneer life with her husband, who 
came to engage in the practice of medi- 
cine. 


She early connected herself with the 
Presbyterian church and has ever been a 
devoted and consistent member, taking 
an active part in missionary as well as in 
domestic work. Her brother. Dr. B. C. 
Bowan, a prominent physician of this 
city, died in 1862. 
There still sur- 
vive her a sister. Miss Jane Bowan, 
of this city, and a brother, vice-Admiral 
S. C. Bowan, U. S. N., of Washington, 
D. C. 


Three chilhren survive her: Dr. C. S. 
Ayres, of Cincinnati; Mrs. A. M. Bab- 
cock and H. B. Ayres, of this city. Her 
devotion to her husband in his years of 
affliction was touching and beautiful. 
Not naturally strong, she was constantly 
on the alert to do everything in her 
power for him, and she'^ever spared her 
strength or considered her own comfort. 
Her gentle manners, her sweet face and 
her kindly voice won for her the love 
and affection of all who knew her. She 
has passed away, a beautiful example of 
a truly devoted Christian, who accepted 
the will of her Master in all things. The 
fragrance of her beautiful life diffused 
itself wherever she went and she has left 
hosts of friends to mourn her loss and 
her children rise up and call her blessed.

CHICAGQ^S CASE! 


The €?ronin Murder Trial Enters on 
Its Sccond Weeh and Continues 
to Attract Public Interest. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—Public interest in 
the Cronin trial continues and seems to 
intensify as the trial progresses toward 
the point when the introduction of sen- 
sational evidence is probable. The jur- 
ors looked refreshed by their Sunday 
rest and the prisoners were in a more 
cheerful mood than any day since the 
opening of the trial. 


The line of evidence which the state 
intended to introduce to-day was to be: 
First, a continuation of ^ e proof of 
identity, and then it was proposed to 
take up the details of the execution of 
the plot, begining with t^e taking away 
of the doctor from his residence. Fol- 
lowing this would come the tracing of 
the victim of the conspiracy from that 
hour until the finding of his mangled 
and naked body in the catch-basin. 


John J. Cronin, the doctor's brother, 
was the first witness called by the state, 
but was not present. Napier Moreland, 
Pat Dinan's hostler, 
was called and 
testified going over ground, much of 
which is already familiar to the public. 


Mrs. Conklin followed Moreland on 
the stand. The audience became in- 
tensely interested and every nerve was 
strained while she gave her testimony. 
She told the now familiar story of the 
call of the mysterious stranger, who 
took the physician away in Dinan's 
buggy. 
Her testimony was very dam- 
aging to O'SuUivan.

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct 28.—The wires 
of the Mt. Auburn street railway com- 
pany were melted about noon and fell in a 
glowing stream to the pavement along a 
distance of several blocks.

The topic Qf his sermon in the morn- 
ing was: "Christ a Complete and All 
Sufficient ¿avion" I t was a magnifi- 
cent pulpit effort, full of grand thoughts 
and burning words, eloquently and for- 
cibly uttered. In the evening he spoke 
on the theme. "The Work and'M^ion 
of the Church," and showed the great 
work that is being done by Christianity 
for the redemption of the world. Re- 
ligion, he said, is winning the nations of 
the earth to Christ, and is planting the 
st. udard of the crq^ upon new battle- 
ments with every passing year. 


To day the Bible is printed in most 
of the languages of this earth of ours 
and every church is sending its mission- 
aries abroad to teach the trut^ to the 
people, who remain in ignorance of the 
gospel plan of salvation. Here at home 
the church is making wonderful strides 
in the way of reclaiming thé - people 
from sin, and this work will go on until 
the world is won for the Savior. 


The doctor spoke of the v ork and 
mission of the church in detail and the 
good it is doing in the cities of our na- 
tions. Win the cities of the country to 
Christ, he said, and you have won the 
nations themsélves, for there the mass 
of the population is centered and from 
them emenate an influence that is tell- 
ing for good or evil on all the country 
contiguous. He continued the subject 
in other phases of thought and closed 
with an appeal for active. Christian 
work. The address was an earnest, elo- 
quent and able one, and charmed his 
audience with the beauty of the thoughts 
uttered. 


Dr. Wüliard is one of the foremost 
educators of the country.

than a quarter of a century he has been 
the president of Hidelberg college, lo- 
cated at Tiffin, Ohio, one of the best in- 
stitutions in the west, and is doing a 
grand work.

yet and see Hidelberg college grow to 
ten times its present proportions.
